RECORD OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD 
IN THE HIGH SCHOOL AUDITORIUM, 
MILLIS, MASSACHUSETTS 
MONDAY, FEBRUARY 14, 1944 


The annual business meeting of the ‘Town of Millis 
was held in the High School Auditorium Monday eve- 
ning, February 14, 1944, and called to order by Acting 
Moderator of the evening, James E. Ackroyd, at 7:55 
P. M. The Moderator read the Town Warrant which 
was signed by the Selectmen, Michael E. Collins, Win- 
throp P. Mandell and W. Harold Simpson, and attested 

by Henry J. Cassidy, Constable. 

Art. 1—To choose a Moderator for one year, a 
Town Clerk for one year, a Town Treasurer for one 


year, two Constables for one year, one Selectman for 
three years, one member of the Board of Public Wel- 
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fare for three years, two members of the Planning 
Board for three years, one Assessor for three years, 
one School Committeeman for three years, one Trustee 
of Public Library for three years, one Cemetery Com- 
missioner for three years, one Park Commissioner for 
three years, one Sewer Commissioner for three years, 
one Tax Collector for one year, one Tree Warden for 
one year, one Water Commissioner for three years, one 
Sewer Commissioner for one year. 


Town Clerk, Lloyd C, King, read the result of the 
Annual Town Election held in the Grange Hall, Millis, 
between the hours of 5:30 A. M. and 4:00 P, M., and 
the Moderator declared the several town officers elected 
as read by the Clerk. 


Art. 2—To hear and act on the reports of Town 
Officers and Committees, 


VOTED that the reports of the Town Officers and 
Committees be accepted as printed in the Annual Re- 
Port of the Town of Millis, Mass., for the fiscal year 
ending Dec. 31, 1943, 

Art. 3—To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the maintenance of Law and Order, 
or act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the sum of $3,400.00 be appropriated 
for the maintenance of Law and Order. 


Art. 4—To see what disposition the Town will 
make of the money refunded by the County on account 
of dog licenses. é 

VOTED that the money refunded by the County 
on account of dog licenses be transferred to the Library 
Department. 

Art. 5—To appropriate money for all necessary 
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town expenses, including a sum sufficient to pay all 
Town Officers’ salaries.

Art. 8—To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money for the use of the Board of Health, 
or act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the sum of $750.00 be appropriated 
for the use of the Board of Health. 


Art. 9—To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money for special repairs on such streets 
as are selected by the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission acting in conjunction with the State and 
County, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the sum of $1,000.00 be appropriated 
for special repairs on such streets as, are selected by 
the Massachusttts Highway Commission acting in con- 
junction with the State and County. 


Art. 10—To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money, said sum being the portion of the 
expense incurred and apportioned by the County Coni- 
missioners for the care and maintenance of Norfolk 
County Hospital, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the sum of $1,123.40 be appropriated 
said sum being the portion of the expense incurred and 
apportioned by the County Commissioners for the care 
and maintenance of Norfolk County Hospital. 


Art. 11—To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money to be used in connection with the 
Observation Post, or act in any manner relating thereto. 
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said funds for the purpose of repairing, maintenance, 
rental and purchasing of highway machinery, equip- 
ment and trucks, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the Town authorize the Selectmen to 
make such transfers from the Highway. Machinery 
Operating Fund as in their judgment is deemed neces- 
sary during the ensuing year and to use said funds for 
the purpose of repairing, maintenance, yental and pur- 
chasing of highway machinery, equipment and trucks. 


Art. 16—To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
its Board of Selectmen to compromise and settle on such 
basis or terms as said Board of Selectmen may deem 
best for the interests of the Town, any and all claims of 
the Town based upon or arising out of the promissory 
note in the principal amount of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) given to the Town by Henry Rivard to- 
gether with the mortgage given by said Henry Rivard 
to the Town as security for payment of said promissory 
note, and in connection with such compromise or settle- 
ment to cancel said promissory note, discharge said 
mortgage, and write off any unpaid balance on said 
promissory note, or do or act anything relating thereto. 


VOTED to authorize its Board of Selectmen to com- 
promise and settle on such basis or terms as said Board 
of Selectmen may deem best for the interests of the 
Town, any and all claims of the Town based upon or 
arising out of the promissory note in the principal 
amount of One Thousand dollars ($1,000.00) given to 
the Town by Henry Rivard together with the mort- 
gage given by said Henry Rivard to the Town as se- 
curity for payment of said promissory note, and in con- 
nection with such compromise or settlement to cancel 
said promissory note, discharge said mortgage, and 
write off any unpaid balance on said promissory note. 


Art. 17—To see if the Town will vote to authorize

VOTED that the sum of $100.00 be appropriated 
for a Post War Program, this to be spent under the 
jurisdiction of the Post War Committee as appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


Art. 27—To see if the Town will vote to appoint a 
Committee of three (3) to work in conjunction with 
the Board of Selectmen in placing all Town insurances 
under a blanket insurance policy, appropriate money 
for the same or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Motion made that the sum of $100.00 be appropri- 
ated for the purpose of placing all Town insurances 
under a blanket insurance Policy. 

After a brief discussion, it was VOTED that the 
sum of $100.00 be appropriated and a committee of 
three be appointed by the Moderator to work in con- 
junction with the Board of Selectmen in placing all 
Town insurances under a blanket insurance Policy. 


Art. 28—To see if the Town will vote to install a 
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vault in the Railroad Station as recommended by the 
State Department at a previous town meeting, appro- 
priate money for the same, or act in any manner re- 
lating thereto. 


VOTED that this matter of installation of a vault 
in the Railroad Station be held over for a post-war 
project. 


Art. 29—To see if the Town will vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money for the repair of the Cemetery 
Vault, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


VOTED that the sum of $100.00 be appropriated 
for the repair of the Cemetery Vault. 


Art. 30—To see what disposition the Town will 
make of the Ellis Schoolhouse, appropriate money for 
the same, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Motion made by the Finance Committee that the 
sum of $400.00 be appropriated for repairs on the Ellis 
Schoolhouse. ; 


By way of explanation, the Clerk was asked to 
read the Deed of the Ellis Schoolhouse, which in part 
stated that when the building ceased to be used by the 
School Department the property would revert to the 
original owners. ‘ 


This building has not been usad by the School De- 
partment for several years other than for storage pur- 
poses and was badly in need of repairs if it were still 
to be kept by that Department. 


After hearing remarks on the subject by Mr. Rosen 
of the School Committee, Mr. W. Harold Simpson of 
the Board of Selectmen and Mr. E. Perley Eaton, Su- 
perintendent of Schools, (who spoke with permission 
of the citizens present), stating that if this money 
were appropriated, that he could speak for the School 
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Art. 34—To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Select-~

VOTED that the Town Treasurer be authorized, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue of the 
fmancial year beginning January 1, 1944, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and 
to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period 
of less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44, General Laws. 


VOTED to adjourn at 9:00 P. M. 
Following the meeting the moving picture film on 
National Red Cross work was enjoyed by all present.

Proposed Amendment To The Constitution, 


Shall an amendment to the constitution to Provide 
.for a Fair, Concise Summary, instead of a Description, 
, of Each Proposed Amendment to the Constitution and 


This amendment amends Article XLVI of the 
Amendments to the Constitution by striking out sec- 


section which provides,— 


amendment or a law shall first be signed by ten quali- 


tively, substantially the same as any Measure which has 
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popular initiative and which are related or which are 
mutually dependent. 


The Secretary shall provide blanks fer the use of 
subsequent signers. He shall print at the top of each 
blank a fair, concise summary of the proposed measure, 
as determined by the Attorney General as it will appear 
upon the ballot, together with the names and residences 
of the first ten signers. All such petitions, with the first 
ten signatures attached, shall be filed with the Secretary 
not earlier than the first Wednesday of the September 
before the assembling of the Legislature into which they 
are to be introduced, and the remainder of the required 
signatures shall be filed not later than the first Wednes- 
day of the following December. 


Section 3 of that part of said Article XLVIII under 
the heading “The Referendum. TIl. Referendum Peti- 
tions.” is also amended by striking out the second sen- 
tence of such section and inserting in place thereof pro- 
visions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the 
use of signers of a referendum petition on a law request- 
ing that the operation of such law be suspended subse- 
quent to the first ten signers and shall print at the top 
of each blank a fair, concise summary of the proposed 
law as determined by the Attorney General as it will 
appear upon the ballot, together with the names and 
residences of the first ten signers. 


Section 4 of that part of said Article XLVIII under 
the heading “The Referendum. III. Referendum Peti- 
tions.”, is also amended by striking out the third sentence 
of such section and inserting in place thereof provisions 
that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the use of 
signers subsequent to the first ten signers of a referen- 
dum petition asking for the repeal of an emergency law 
or of a law which takes effect because the referendum 
petition does not contain a request for suspension, and

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Millis: 


Gentlemen: 

Although 1944 brought us some of the worst forest 
fire conditions in years by its dry weather, we in Millis 
were very fortunate in not having any large areas burned. 


On Sunday, April 23, a day when fire conditions pre- 
vailed, we had three woodland fires within a few hours, 
one on Island Road, at the Town Dump; one on Causeway 
Street; and one on Acorn Street, to which the State 
Forest Patrol Truck was called to assist. 

The State Department asks that burning by permit 
be done after 6 p.m. as the look-out towers close at that 
time. 

I recommend that an area around the Town Dump be - 
clearad of brush and leaves and thus lessen that hazard 
and expense. 

I want to thank the members of the Auxiliary Fire 
Department for valuable service rendered at this period 
of the war when our man-power problem is critical, and 


the members of the local telephone exchange for a very 
efficient service in handling both the many tower calls

With our course of study, the new books, and the interested 
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faculty, there is every reason to believe that improvement and 
progress will result. 


Testing and Guidance Program 


Early last year, guidance folders were obtained for each 
pupil in the Millis School, The teachers filed in the necessary 
data and filed these folders by grades. Into each folder is placed 
all final examinations or any data pertinent to the progress of 
the child. As the child progresses, the data increases and each 
new teacher can better understand the weak and strong points of 
each pupil. The data shows the trends and leanings of each child 
and ean be of great help in directing him into the right course in 
high school and also in college or in his life work. 


In Grade II through Grade VIII the Stanford Achievement 
tests were given. This test examines the work in all fields— 
reading for meaning, word meaning, language usage, arithmetic 
reasoning, arithmetic computation, literature, social studies, sci- 
ence, and spelling. For each pupil we have a profile placing him 
at a certain level in each field. This information is important 
because we can compare his work both with that of the class and 
with that obtained from national and local norms. 


The teachers are finding that the tests are most helpful. A 
pupil that is very high in all subjects except, say, arithmetic, may 
do extra work in this particular subject and soon come up to 
standard. A class that is low in arithmetic, as a whole, may 
whave an extra period of arithmetic for a few weeks and come up 
to standard. We have profiles for each grade and can tell in 
what subject the class is high*or low and, with emphasis on the 
low, the final results will be much improved. 


This year when the tests are given we shall be able to see 
just how much improvement has been made by the individual 
members and by the class as a grade. 


We have discovered.a few weak spots in various grades and 
are now taking measures to remove them. With our course of 
study, with the new books, and with more careful gradation of 
work, improvement should be observed in the Standard Achieve- 
ment tests this spring. The faculty and staff look forward to 
these for a measure of last year’s work. 


These achievement tests, with others, become a part of the 
guidance program and are filed in the guidance folder. It is usual 
to file only the score of each test and throw away the’ papers. 
However, we have found that a careful analysis of each test 
should be made and we file the whole test so that we can carefully 
observe any individual weaknesses. For instance, let us assume 
that a pupil has a good score in all parts of the test but arith- 
metic.

Under the Massachusetts high school system of organizing 
_ curriculum and schoo] schedules from one year to another, it is 
customary to plan in the month of May the courses of study to be 
offered and individual pupil programs for the opening of school in 
September. The procedure was followed this year, and the pupil 
programs were sent home to be signed by the parents. At the 
opening of school in September it seemed as if more pupils than 
ever before had changed their programs or more parents were 
asking to have programs changed. The fact is this: most pupils 
have excellent intentions and know by the guidance given them the 
course of study and subjects they should take, but it seemed as if 
this year when the time came to go to work there was a strong 
desire to drop subjects or to change the program in order to take 
something easier. This changing subjects and program is harm- 
ful, and parents should not change or allow their children to 
change their course of study without first consulting the principal 
and making sure it is not going to make trouble later on. 


Every boy or girl in high school should plan his or her pro- 
gram to include one course in English, history, science, mathe- 
matics, and either French or Latin, each year during his high 
school study. 

Last year we had the services of three men-in the Junior High 
School. As only one vacancy occurred during the summer, it 
seemed advisable to give the Junior High School boys and girls the 
contact and influence of some women teachers. Therefore, the 
sixth grade was organized into the Junior High System with de- 
partmental teaching. The teachers are as follows:

The Army Air Corps gave an examination under the direction 
of Sgt. Cotter at our school on December 4. Boys passing this 
examination were eligible for at least one year of college training 
at government expense. I would like to add a word of explana- 
tion about these examinations. The army test was administered 
to boys who had reached their seventeenth birthday but who would 
not be more than seventeen years and nine months at the begin- 
ning of their college training. The highest possible score was 
80 points. Age requirements alone made some of the boys in- 
eligible. Those qualified were:

The Navy Pre-Eddy Test which determines aptitude in the 


field of electronics and radar was administered at the high school 
December 6 by Robert M. Chenevert, Specialist First Class 
U.S.N.R. To be eligible for the navy test a boy should have been 
seventeen years old and should have had courses in mathematics, 
general science, physics, and radio. So many of the boys under 
the required age asked for permission to take the test for the 
experience that we allowed them to do so. They did a very com- 
mendable piece of work considering their youth and lack of train- 
ing in the required subject matter. A score of 60% was con- 
sidered passing. The following boys received a passing grade:

We hope to continue our testing program this year by admin- 
istering the Stanford Achievement Test in grades one to nine, 
and have made arrangements with Boston University to test all 
our Juniors and Seniors with the regular battery of tests. 


This work is very worthwhile and can be of great help to the’ 
pupils, teachers, administrators and parents by giving a clear 
picture of the students’ abilities, interests, and in determining 
future vocations. While we realize that these tests are not per- 
fectly foolproof and have yet to be perfected they are a great

REPORT OF HOME ECONOMICS 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


As supervisor of Home Economics in the Millis Consolidated 
School I submit the following report. 


During the past year Home Economies has played a more 
important role than ever before in schools all over the country. 
In Millis most of the emphasis has been placed on girls in Junior 
High School. While these girls are not yet preparing for their 
own homes, they are an important factor in present day living. 
It is girls of Junior high age who, in many cases, have entire 
responsibility of the home while mothers and older sisters work. 
Many of my pupils get the meals at home and care for younger 
children as well. 


Several years ago the terms “Cooking” and “Sewing” were 
abolished in favor of “Foods” and “Clothing”. The latter terms 
give a more accurate-conception of modern Home Economics. 


Foods is no longer the process of making cakes and pies. It 
includes meal-planning buying, a study of nutrition, etiquette, 
table setting and manners, and an understanding of food values 
in relation to a meal. In the sixth and seventh grades breakfasts 
are studied and in the eighth luncheons and dinners. Each item 
which is prepared is a definite part of the unit and the final test of 
achievement is the planning, purchasing and preparation of a 
complete meal. The girls also learn the substitution of plentiful 
foods for those which are scarce. They are encouraged to plan 
their own units and to learn those foods which can be interchanged 
in a day’s plan of food without loss of nutrition. 


Clothing is not only the process of making a garment. Em- 
phasis is still placed on stitches and sewing techniques, but the 
girls also learn how to know and select materials. They study 
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Tt is considered best for these temporarily handicapped children 
that they be allowed to remain with their classmates, if possible, 
and so their school program has been arranged accordingly. The 
teachers are to be commended on the excellent supervision and 
special help which they are giving these children. 


A very successful Dental Clinic was held this year sponsored 
by the Millis Red Cross. Dental exams were done on 168 children 
and notices were sent to the parents stating the work needed. 
The parents were thus acquainted with the condition of the child’s 
teeth. Many parents elected to have the corrective work done 
here at our clinic: Ten clinics were held at which 78 children were 
treated. The work included 77 cleanings, 154 fillings and 65 ex- 
tractions. This year we are having difficulty in securing a dentist 
put it is hoped arrangements can be made for one before the school 
term ends. The benefit derived by the children from this clinic 
alone warrants your continued support of the Red Cross. 


The Diphtheria Immunization Clinic was well attended this 
year. Preventative inoculations were yeceived by 22 children. 


Dr. Grandfield examined 12 children at the Pre-school Clinic 
and corrective measures were suggested for any conditions found. 


Due to the outbreak of Scarlet Feaver this term frequent 
checks were made on the school child during the quarantine period. 


The vigilance of our teachers and their co-operation in sending 
any children with colds, coughs, or other complaints to my office 
helps keep our contagious illnesses at a minimum. 


May I thank all who have aided me in carrying out this pro- 
gram.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millis: 
We submit herewith our report for the year 1944. 


During the year ordinary repairs were made to the school 
building and a new ceiling was placed in the second grade room. 
Some repair work was done to the main roof but it should be 
pointed out that the roof covering of the old sections of the 
Consolidated School building must be renewed. There is also 
considerable need for painting of the outside woodwork of the 
Consolidated School building as the painting was last done nine 
years ago by the W.P.A. It is expedient that this work be done 
in 1945 and we have inserted two articles in the warrant for the 
next town meeting to take care of these items. 


Bus transportation is still a problem. The amount of gaso- 
line allowed for bus transportation has been reduced by the Office 
of Defense Transportation because of war needs, and it has been 
necessary to shorten some of the routes. However, there has been 
very little complaint about the bus routes, a fact which is much 
appreciated by the School Committee. 


The School Committee wishes to call your attention to the 
entrance age requirements for pupils entering the first 
grade. To enter in September 1945 a child must be five years 
old on or before January 1st, 1945. This five year and eight- 
months rule has been in effect a number of years. 


After considering the needs of the School Department for 
the year 1945, the School Committee recommends that a budget 
of $51,635.00 be appropriated for the school. 


We appreciate the work of the school faculty and request 
that you examine their reports carefully to get a broader picture 
of the School program. We also wish to express our appreciation 
of the Town departments who have cooperated with us during the 
school year; to the Superintendent, Principal, teachers, parents,, 
and townspeople for their excellent cooperation this past year.

The Honorable Board of Selectmen, . 
Citizens of Millis: : 

During the past year this department answered 
ninety-eight (98) calls as follows: buildings (15), chim- 
ney (8), oil burner (3), grass, brush, and woods (52), 
rubbish and dump (3), automobile (2), drownings (2), 
inhalator (2). 5 

We assisted at out of town fires on two (2) oceasions 
and had the assistance of the State forest truck on one 
fire. 

During the brush fire season we lost the use of the 
forest fire truck in Rockville and being unable to make 
the necessary repairs, we deemed it advisable to ask the 
Finance Board for an appropriation of $1500.00 to pur- 
chase a replacement. This Sum of money was trans- 
ferred from the emergency fund by the Finance Board 
with the approval of Theodore Waddell, Commissioner 
of Account and Finances, 


The chassis was purchased from the U. S. Govern- 
ment for the sum of $655.00 and the Farrar Co. of 
Woodville completed the building, for the sum of $845.00. 
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This coming year we are asking for a substantial 
increase in our budget as we have had to go before the 
Finance Board this past year for additional money to 
the amount of $900.00 to maintain the department.

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There are seven classifications of insurance neces- 
sary to protect the Town of Millis. They are: Fire, Auto- 
mobile, Boiler and Machinery, Workmen’s Compensation, 
Public Liability, Crime and Group Accident. 


FIRE 


There are now 41 separate fire insurance policies 
issued by 12 fire insurance companies covering town 
property. Since no one fire company would assume the 
total value, we have the problem of simplifying this 
coverage in another way. 


We recommend that the Town of Millis ask any one 
of the local insurance agents to set up a schedule average 
rate method of writing the town’s fire insurance. The 
town would furnish the agent a list of all town-owned 
property with the value at each location, This should 
include value of each building and contents. The agent 
would promulgate through the established fire bureau 
an equity rate which would apply to all property. Each 
policy prepared would show on a schedule the whole 
value at each location, and would assume a percentage of 
the total value at each location. All companies now iti- 
suring the town could participate, and their assumption 
of risk would be the same percentage at each location, 
that percentage being set by the percentage of town 
property they now carry. This need not be an equal 
division of value, any more than the present coverage 
is divided equally among the 12 companies. This method 
would reduce the number of policies to the number of 
insurance companies participating: twelve. The town 
would have on each policy a complete description of all 
locations insured, including the specific value allocated 
to each. This would not increase the final premium cost 
but it would simplify and expedite the handling of total 
coverage.

All but three of the policies are written under the 
80% coinsurance clause. This clause requires the pur- 
chase of fire insurance in an amount not less than 80% 
of the total value of the property insured. Should a 
lesser percentage be bought, the town becomes a Co- 
insuror in any loss for the proportionate difference be- 
tween the value insured and the value required by the 
clause. That is, if the town imsures 60% of the total 
value, it would recover only six-eighths of any loss. 


The three policies not carrying the 80% coinsurance 
clause are: Cement Block School Garage, flat insurance ; 
two policies on the Pumping Station, 90% coinsurance. 
All these should be uniform, unless the policies them- 
selves prohibit it. 


Further Recommendations—Fire D 


All study of valuations is based on the ‘Assessors’ 
Report, 1940,” except that of the high school, which was 
appraised in 1942 and adequately insured. Values have 
changed a good deal since then. An appraisal of the 
remainder of town property by a professional appraisal 
company would cost over $300, and it is recommended 
that this be done. 


The Insurance Committee also recommends that the 
town add Extended Coverage Endorsements to the pres- 
ent fire policies. This endorsement will protect the town 
from loss by windstorm, hail, explosion, falling -aircrait,

To simplify the coverage, to protect the town, and 
to make this coverage easier to handle, we recommend 
that the Town of Millis buy one Fleet Automobile Policy. 


The present cost of Automobile Insurance is 3493.80. 
Complete protection, which includes Bodily Injury, Prop- 
erty Damage, Comprehensive Fire and Theft on all veh- 
icles will cost around $850. This, incidentally, will cover 
the most severe exposure to loss that the town now 
faces—the risk that the fire trucks injure someone or 
damage property. 


Here is a quotation submitted by one mutual com- 
pany. The committee does not recommend that this 
company, or any company, carry any of the town’s in- 
surance. It is presented, as the Boiler Insurance pro- 
posal is presented, for use in comparison. We recom-

The three policies carried by the town have been 
extended for one year without cost and no action is re- 
quired. 


Boiler and Machinery 


This is a specialized field of insurance, a type which 
comparatively few companies sell. To get a basic plan 
with which to compare the present insurance, and to 
furnish recommendations for the town, we have asked 
the Mutual Boiler Insurance Company of Boston, a mem- 
ber of the Factory Mutual system, to make a proposal. 
Their proposal and their estimate of cost are attached. 
The committee recommends that one of the local agents 
be given the authority to alter the present coverage so 
that the Town of Millis Boiler and Machinery Insurance 
approach as nearly as possible to the suggestions de- 
seribed in the Mutual Boiler proposal. 


Note that at the present time the insurance is being 
written by two companies with two different Limits per 
Accident. It is felt that even under normal conditions 
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rate proposal is submitter only to m: 

tecting the town easier and the final insurance schedule 
more adequate and accurate. This Proposal is too lengthy 
to print; the Selectmen have a copy of it. — ee 


Workmen’s Compensation 

Acceptance of the Workmen’s Compensation Act of 
Massachusetts is elective by Proper action of the Town 
Meeting. When accepted, the Act applies to “laborers, 
workmen and mechanics” employed by the town who 
receive injuries arising out of and in the course of their 
employment. The term, “laborers, workmen and me- 
chanics,” is defined to include all to 
policemen and firemen, 
contract with the Sta: 


chusetts Department 


On March 1, 1915, the Town of Millis made their 
election and filing with the Industrial Accident Commis- 
sion to provide workmen’s compensation benefits to work- 
men, laborers, mechanics and all employees engaged in 
work in which the town has a contract with the State 
Department of Public Works. 

This policy appears to have been designed primarily 
to cover the employees of the Highway, Water and Park 
Departments, yet School Department employees, ex- 
clusive of the professional staff, are covered. 
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The committee recommends that the Town of Millis 
vote to extend to all employees except policemen and fire- 
men, who are excluded by the Act, the benefits of the 
Workmen's Compensation Act. The cost of this is rea- 
sonable: the teaching staff, with a payroll of approxi- 
mately $32,000, can be protected for around $25 a year. 


It is further recommended that the insurance com- 
pany that carries the Workmen’s Compensation also 
earry the Liability coverage. Reasons for this recom- 
mendation will be found in the next section. 


Public Liability 
(Schedule Manufacturing and Contracting) 

This policy compares in general theory with the 
principles of the Workmen’s Compensation. The impor- 
tant difference is that the town can be protected without 
election, and that the town is liable to the insurance 
company for premium on every owned, leased or occupied 
location unless that location is endorsed out of the policy 
at its inception date. There is no such endorsement on 
the present policy. The present policy specifically in- 
sures, on a payroll basis, the acts of employees of the 
Water and Highway Departments engaged in street or 
road construction. There is no limitation of coverage, 
however, to these two units of municipal activity. 


The Town of Millis, like many other municipalities, 
may have a dual role in the performance of its various 
functions. It is an agency devoted to certain civic duties, 
political and governmental, which have for their purpose 
the welfare and protection of the public. In addition,,- 
it may have certain functions which benefit the town as 
well as the public. The various departments fall under 
the first classification. Occasional renting of the high 
school gymnasium falls under the latter. Accidents in 
the gym while the gym is rented to others would result 
in damage claims. In the present policy it is not clearly 
stated that the town is protected, and it might be a de- 
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present carrier should elect to charge premium al 


after the policy expiration, — 


"Because of the difficulty in protecting the town com= 


pletely under this sort of liability coverage now carried, 
and because of the lack of certainty of what the town 
now has and doesn’t have, the committee recomn 
that the town carry a Comprehensive General . 
Policy. This will cover all town-owned, leased and ocey- 
pied property and will provide complete protection for 
the Town of Millis from all public liability exposure of 
which the town officials may or may not be aware. 

It is further recommended that one insurance eora- 
pany carry the Liability and the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Insurance. There are two reasons: it is more con- 
venient for the town to have only one company make 
one payroll audit for the two types of insurance: it ex- 
pedites the handling of claims. For example, if the 
driver of a town truck is hurt in an accident and a driver 
of another car involved is also hurt, one claims depart- 
ment, handling the town’s interest simultaneously in 
both liability and compensation, can do a better, quicker 
job of protecting the town. 


Town Collectors Burglary and Robbery Policy 

This policy covers only the activities of one town 
official, the collector, but it is incomplete in that it does 
not cover the town ‘treasurer or the water registrar, both 
of whom have the responsibility of handling money. 
Although the town is protected by surety bonds, only 
the tax collector is protected against loss by burglary and 
robbery of town funds of which he has charge and for 
which he is responsible to the town. 

We recommend that the treasurer and the water 
registrar also be covered with similar protection for 
town funds. 120

CONCLUSION 


Under the present method of handling the insurance 
of the Town of Millis, it is extremely difficult to deter- 
mine whether or not the town is adequately protected, 
since all the policies are scattered in the custody of many 
people. We recommend that the town treasurer be 
charged with the responsibility of keeping all the policies 
together, as provided for in the Town By-Laws. 


In order to save a substantial sum, we recommend 
that gradually and over a period of years the Town of 
Millis change over to mutual insurance. This, of course, 
ean be done through the present agents. 


It is our opinion, also, that in order to correlate the 
policies under blanket and comprehensive forms that 
there be a gradual shift of types of insurance but not 
of premium volume from one agent to another. In this 
way, the Fleet Policy can be handled by one agent, the 
comprehensive policies by others, so that, in the end, 
each agent has coming to him the same amount of pre- 
mium but not necessarily the same type of policies as he 
has now. 


While the present schedule of insurance for the 
Town of Millis is not alarming, it is inadequate enough 
and involved enough to warrant immediate action.
